The high school district is 
but one of 10 segments in 
volved in unification and loses 
its entire identity along with 
the elementary districts 


A completely new unified 
board would have the power 
and authority to select and 


appoint the administrative of 


ficers of the new unified dis- 
trict and those of us connect- 
ed with the high school dis- 


trict weuld be reassigned along 
with the many elementary di- 
trict staff members 

To the general public inter- 
ested in education, I 
no change in the contact par 
ents and students have with 
the individual school provided 
for their youngsters educa- 
tion. In other words, from 
the principal, teacher, student, 
parent standpoint it would be 
difficult to recognize a change 
in district organization from 
their present position. 

Majer changes in district

problem you are working with, 
there are various ways of ar- 
riving at an answer, Some- 
times it occurs in a way that 
seems completely unrelated to 
the original problem.” 

Ysais said that he hopes to 
free his students from - the 
etrait-jacket of believing 
things ‘‘that seem to be true 
in the world around us-to 
understand and appreciate the 
beauty of mathematics, and 
to experience the freedom that 
one gains when he is not tied 
down to this small world of 
ours,’
